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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 , and 
3-17 are allowed over the prior art of record. The membrane made from the 
composition as claimed in claim 1, having continuous pores in the region consisting of 
the copolymer (B), as result of making the membrane at the particular MRF ratio and 
draft ratio is not disclosed on the prior art of record, and cannot be derived by the 
composition alone. The prior art of record fails to provide the draft ratio claimed in the 
present invention. Applicants has support on specification page 13, last paragraph, and 
page 18, paragraphs [0061-0062] to support the distinct membrane morphology abased 
on the draft ratio, and MFR ratio. Claims 11-17 the composition, or percentages of 
each component of the membrane is not disclosed in the prior art of record.
